English Is Basic 



In everv course we take, a good background 
in English is important. Our English De- 
partment, headed by Miss Barbra Zook, 
strives to instruct students in the basic fun- 
damentals of speech and oral presentation, 
to increase our understanding and usage of 
vocabulary, and to educate us in proper 
grammar.
